AMENDMENT 

IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Rewrite the paragraph between, page 7, line 27, and page 8, line 3, as; 


Figure 9 shows a transceiver 80 for detecting a microwave or millimeter wave 
transmission 81. The transceiver 80 includes a capacitor 82, e.g., capacitor 70 of Figure 
8, and an amplifier 84 connected to measure voltages across the capacitor electrodes 86, 
88. The capacitor 82 functions as a receiving antenna that is sensitive to transmissions 
whose wavelengths are much larger than the distance, d, between the electrodes 86, 88. 
The high sensitivity results from a giant 8i for the capacitor's dielectric 90 at operating 
temperatures. The giant 8i produces a large voltage response when d is (8i)*^ times 
smalle r that half of the wavelength of the received signal. ^jf^
